Klassen, in his letter, cited a re­ 
port that six million bacteria per 
qu art of w ater was fou nd u pon 
analy sis of sam ples taken from 
Rock Riv er, and said. “ It is rather 
interesting by way of com parison 
to note that a total bacterial cou nt 


of six million per qu art of milk 
wou ld be considered satisfactory 
milk from a bacterial standpoint. 
For, like people, there are good 
and bad bacteria and all bacteria 
that is fou nd in the w ater, milk, 
food, etc., are not harm fu l or dis­ 
ease-produ cing.” 


‘Bad B acteria’ 


Reply ing to this, Dr. Miles said 
Klassen apparently “ did not realize 
that these (the six -million bacterial 
per qu art figu re) were solely coli­ 
form bacteria which come from 
hu m an w astes. Had he known this 
I believ e his com m ents wou ld hav e 
been som ewhat different.”

WASHINGTON 
— Tile num­ 
ber of paraly tic polio cases con­ 
tinued to increase ladt week , but 
the pace waa alowed somewhat. 
The total for the Un ited States 
last week was 183, a record num­ 
ber for 19 59 , the Public Health 
Serv ice reported Friday . 
That was an increase o f eig h t 
ov er the total for the week befo re. 
Early last month, the fig u re h ad 
jumped 50 per cent in one week . 
For the first eight months of 
the y ear, there hav e been 1,314 
paraly tic cases. In the same pe­ 
riod last y ear, there were 57 9 such 
cases. In 19 55, before Salk polio 
v accine was av ailable, 2,525 para­ 
ly tic ca ses were reported in the 
first eight months. 
The Public Health Serv ice said 
that 83 per cent of this y ea r’s po­ 
lio v ictims — both paraly tic and

In 18 40

SUBLETTE — Amor A. Lauer, 
postmaster of Sublette, has mov ed 
the post office from the Masonic 
building across the street to the 
building where J ulius and Grace 
Theiss hav e operated a cafe since 
19 50, when they built the new-est 
business building in Sublette. 
The first post office, in what 
was later to be called Hanno and 
then Sublette Township, was in 
the home of Daniel Baird, south­ 
west of the present v illage of Sub­ 
lette on the LaSalle and Grand 
Detour stage and mail route in 
1840. It was called Brookfield and 
was near the present home of 
Rueben Dinges. 
Knox Grov e 
The second post office was es­ 
tablished in Knox Grov e, on th* 
old Chicago to Galesburg Road, 
southeast of the present Village, 
in 1847 and 1848, and W'as called 
Ov id. Solomon 
Porter was post 
master. 
As soon as the Illinois Central 
Railroad came through in 
18 54, 
this Post Office was mov ed to 
Sublette Station. Confusion as to 
the two names Hanno Township 
and Sublette Station, caused the 
legisla ture, on Feb. 18, 1857 , to 
change the name from Hanno to 
Sublette. 
Records are not av ailable as to 
the building or homes in which 
the post offices were located from 
1854 to 
187 4 , nor who the post 
masters were. 
Postmaster* 
J acob B. barton was postmaster 
and held the post office in his 
drug 
and 
stationery 
store 
and 
print shop on Richmond Street, 
in the 
first 
building 
north of 
Maso n ic bu ild in g . 
Some historical accounts hav e it 
that J acob B. Barton serv ed a s 
postmaster for 16 y ears, leav ing 
the post office in 187 7 . 
George F. Hewitt held the office 
from J uly 187 7 to December 18 7 8. 
A. L. Wilder was postmaster from 
April 187 9 to December 1881. 
Frank A. Thompson serv ed a s 
postmaster April I, 1881 to Decem­ 
ber 31, 1882, in connection with his 
sto re in th e Masonic Building. Mrs. 
Carrie B. Phumnhery continued in 
th e same building from J an. I, 
1883 to Aug. 7 , 189 3. She shared 
th e space with her husband, New­ 
ton 
Phumphery , 
who 
owned 
a 
hardware and tin tffiop. 
Berthold Fluer was postmaster, 
in the same building, from Aug. 8 , 
189 3 to Aug. 25, 19 05.
